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“ PAMOUS INVENTOR OF 
THE TURBINE. 


: “London, Feb. 12. 

The death has occurred of Sir 
Charles Parsons.—Reuter. 

“ [Sir Charles A. Parsons, inventor 
of the turbine, was born in 1864, 
his father. being the Enrl of Rosse, 
who was President of the Royal 
Society and made many improve- 
ments -in the telescope. In 1865 
ax a boy on his father’s yacht he 
designed “a” deéep-nen sounding 
gnuge which. was developed by 
Lord Kelvin and put on the market. 
Eduented at Dublin University and 
St. John’s Collexe, Cambridge, he 
entered the Elawick works of Sir 
W. G. Armstrong. He invented 
an epicyclatdal, 4-cylinder rotary 
engine with revolving cylindera. 
In 1888 he served fora year on the 
experimental staff of _Kitsons, 
Leeds. : 

In 1884 he began the experi- 
ments which led to the steam tur- 
bine, producing a 10-h.p. motor 
running at 18,000) revolutions 4 
minute. In 1893 Parsons turned 
his attention to the development 
of the marine turbine. and next 
year a ploneer syndicate, the 
Marine Steam Turbine Co, was 
founded. The famous Turbinia 
wan completed in 1897, She was 
100 feet Jong, her displacement 
was 44 tons and her horse-power 
2,300. By attaining 34 knota she 
proved the fastest ship in the 
world. In that year the Parsons 
Marine Steam = Turbine Co. was 
founded with works at Wallsend-on- 
Tyne. ; 

Sir W. White, Director of Naval 
Construction at the Admiralty, 
pliced orders for the first turbine- 
driven destroyers, Viper and 
Cobra, and the first turbine-driven 
eritixer, the Amethyst. The two 
former attained 36 knots, but it 
was largely due to the success of 
the Amethyst that the - zenernal 
intraduction of turbines into the 
navy took place. They were also 
increasingly used for fast liners 
such as the Lusitania (70,000 
hope, , 

Tn 1911 Parsons was knighted 
+K.C.B.). During the war he 
served on many Government com- 
mittees connected with scientific 
research, electric power, aircraft, 
fuc] research and construction of 
tanks, 

Hie ingenuity was also exercised 
in the domain of music, for in 
1900 he invented the auxeloghone 
for incrensing the volume and 
improving the tone of the.gramo- 
phone, violin, "cello and double 
basa. He was also nn aviation 
‘Hioneer, and conducted experl- 
ments in 1898 with a model flying 
machine driver by a steamengine 
of his own design having the 
cylinder and valve-chest inside the 
hoiler, 

In April, 1926, at the launch of 
the turbine steamer King George 
V, Sir Charles Parsons said the 
vessel was his reply ‘to the chal- 
Jenge of thé Diesel engine aa re- 
wards economy in working. Pre- 
sident in 1917 and 1919 of the 
British Association, to which he 
presented £10,000 in 1922, Sir C. A. 
Parsons has been the recipient of 
many honourr from universities 
and scientific bodies. For his 
invention of the turbine he was 
awarded the medal of the Royal 


Society of which he was a Fellow.’

An inquest was held by Mr. 
Williams at 4he Central Police Court 
yesterday afternoon,on Mok On, a 
ricksha puller, who was killed in a 
motor mishap on February 1, at 
Queen's Road West: 

Dr. G, H. Thomas, of the Govern- 
ment Civil Hospital, anid the man 
was admitted {nto the Institution 
suffering: from savere Injuries, his 
right leg having been crushed. It 
was later amputated. He did not 
vecover from the initial shock and 
died the same day. .* . 

Mok Lee, a ricksha puller, said 
he was an ese-witnesa of the ac- 
eldent which occurred at the junc- 
tion of Queen's Rod Weat and 
Hollywood Rond. At the: foot of 
the incline of Hollywood Road, a 
number of rickshasx were parked, 
Prior to the accident. Mok On was 
sitting on the bottom of his ricksha. 

An empty lorry coming down the 
Incline, without warning, tured 
and crashed into the rickshas. Mok 
On jumped quickly to his feet but 
was struck, hia right Jeg being 
pinned between one of the front 
wheels and_n dtreet fountain. He 
was extricated by a policeman and 
a civilian, and sent to hospital in 
an ambulance. | 

Replying to the Coroner, Witness 
vaid the rond was splashed with 
water apilled by people fetching 
{hefr supplies from the fountain, 
Consequently It was in na greasy 
condition, making it dangerous for 
vehicles coming down the steep in- 
cline, 2In my opinion, the driver 
of the lorry lost control of his 
vehicle while coming . down the 
slope. and it skidded and crashed 
into the rickshas,” declared the 
witness, A verdict of “accidental 
death” was returned by the jury.

Tho ordinary bleached Shirt- 
jogs and Sheetings were originally 
done by Lancashire who were {n 
turn ousted by America, Japan 
and finally the local mills. 

How can Lancashire hope to re- 
gain such business? Of whnt 
avail fs it to cut down a little here 
and a bit there, take a fraction 
of this and 4 decimal polnt of that 
when exchange ia liable to move 
20% cither way at any moment 
and duties are being increased 
with no corresponding rise in the 
focal market? - 

The attitude of Chincse denlers 
to-day Is that if exchange drops, 
home prices must drop according- 
ly and if there ig oa further 
increase in the Custama tari, 
prices must come down in- pro- 
portion. ‘ 

What home producers are up 
against more than anything else 
is that there is no atability in this 
country either in Silver or any- 
thing else. 

If exchange drops much more it 
will not be a question of at what 
prices can Manchester sell to 
China but of China competing 
against her in the world markets 
und perhaps even in Great Britain 
itself,

lar newspapers: which -have fallen 
to the ground in consequence of 
the chief witness for the prosecu- 
tion not being available. No 
statement was made in Court to 
explain the reported impossibility 
of securing the attendance of this 
witness, but we nre left with the 
impression that if the authorities 
were keen on pressing the cases, 
any diMeulties in this connexion 
might. have been, overcome. In 
others words, the Government may 
have had its own reasons for with- 
drawing. From one standpoint, 
this. ix to be regretted, beeanse, 
as matters are, the position haa 
been left in a very unsatifactory 
state. Possibly had the proceed- 
ings continued, there might have 
been, some interesting revelationa 
regarding the maner in which the 
censorship is operated, and how 
irksome and capricious the en: 
forcement of auch regulations can 
be é 

Let us at once make our position 
clear by saying _that we are 
strongly opposed to the censorship 
of any section of the Press of this 
Colony except under circumstances 
of the most unusual character, 
Being ourselves frea from official 
Interference, we . are, sufficiently 
Jealous ofthe freedom of the Press 
to resent the imposition - of any. 
Kind of. censorship on the Chinese 
newspapers. On the legal aspect 
of the cases under notice, we are 
inclined to agree .with' Mr. Lina- 
soll’s ruling that there ia nothing 
irregular in ‘the ‘existing censor- 
ship regulations. There ‘is’ tittic 
doubt that the authorities ; ‘have 
power to make such: regulations 
under the terms of the Ordinance 
’ any occasion 
which the Governor-{n-Councii 
may consider to bean oceasion of. 
emergency or public danger, he 
may make .any regulatio.s what- 
soever which he may consider 
desirable in the public interest.”

We would 
submit, however, that-siich an-oc- 
caston docs not exist in fact, and, 
that being the ‘case, thero ia no 
longer any justification whatever 
for continuation of the censor- 
ship, In his ruling on tho legal 
issues, Mr, Lindsell made the point 
that whilst the worst part of the 
emergency which arose in -1925 
may have passed, still some danger 
may -remain. Unfortunately, no 
oficial endorsement of that view 
‘was: forthcoming during the hear- 
ing Df the cases under notice. Had 
the Colonial Secretary, say, been 
called to give evidence, we might 
have been able to judge how the 
Government views the situation. 
A further point of Mr. Lindscll’s 
was that inasmuch as the censor- 
ship reguintions have not been 
repealed, it may be presumed that 
the state of emergency has not 
wholly passed away. 
sarily, however. As we say, mat- 
ters such as these coul well have 
been cleared up by ofliclal evid- 
ence, 

In our view, there can be no 
question of the present being an 
occasion of “emergency or public 
danger.” Danger from whom, or 
what? Indeed, it would be in- 
teresting to know in what respect, 
so far as the necessity for a Press 
censorship is concerned, the pre- 
sent time differs from normality. 
In none, we would aubmit. The 
continuance of the censorship 
regulations in auch circumstances, 
if fs deliberate, therefore’ 
threatens 2 perpetual! interference 
with freedom: of utterance, 
situation which cannot be viewed 
with — equanimity.

N CHARTING a course by which

The movement in China’ in re-]b* 


cent years has boen distinctly 
away from foreign influence. 
Since'the days when the Dowager 
Empresa capitalized anti-foreign 
sentiment and used it to ‘twist a 
rebellion against the Manchua into 
a fight against the foreigners, the 
Chinese have demanded that they 
be permitted to work out their 
own problems without interfer- 
ence. The successful efforts for 
customs autonomy, the demand for 
revision of unequal traaties. nnd 
for the abandonment. by the 
powers of extraterritorial courts, 
are expressions of China’a desirc 
for equal recognition among the 
nations. 

The onee’ characteristic view- 
point was expressed by Wu T'ing 
Fang, who during his service as 
Minister to the United Staten, de 
lighted many with his wit and 
wisdom. It was suggested to htm 
thet educational reform was the 
first thing to be undertaken in 
China. 

“Oh, no," Dr. Wu replied. 
“While we nre getting the children 
‘educated, you western men will 
come and take our country away 
from ua. The firat thing to do js 
to build up an army.” 

0 

It is to be admitted that the 
history of forelgn aggression in 
China gave no small cause for sus. 
picions, But within recent years 
there bas been a recession of 
foreign encroachment and a 
recognition of the politien] as well 
ag territorfal integrity of China, 
which js definitely attested by the 
Nine-Power Treaty which grew 
out of the Washington Conference 
of 1921-22. The western nations 
have shown an Inclination to re- 
Ninguikh even “extrality” rights 
ao fast ag practicable, the identic 
policies now being worked out 
with China by the United States 
and Great Britain, indicating that 
Chinese judicial autonomy awaits 
only the establishment. of ade- 
quate legal: machinery to displace 
the existing customs courts. 

There remains, of course, some 
protest against any form of foreign 
“encroachment” in China. But 
perhaps the best answer to Dr. 
Wu comes from his aon, C. C. Wu, 
who now fills his father’s place in 
the Chinese Legation at Washing- 
ton. -In-an extended discussion of 
the economic possibilities- of 
China, Mr, Wu declared that his 
Government “welcomes not only 
foreign trade, but nlso foreign co- 
operation and assistance in the 
development of China.” Vision 
and statesmanship will. obviously 
be r¢quired if-this development fy 
to be fostered. And if western 
methods of mass production ara 
to find a market amid China's 
400,000,000 people, policies sound. 
ly designed to win and hold the 
confidence of the Chinese are 
necessary,

BROPHY’S FLIGHT 
' TO CANTON. 


—_—_— 


LANDS SAFELY AFTER A 
DIFFICULT TRIP. 


According to news received from 
our Canton correspondent, Mr. G. 
W. Brophy, in charge of the Avia- 
tion Division of The L, E, Gale 
Company,*arrived safely at: Canton 
on Wednesday, one and a half, 
Worrscatter-lorving- Kal-Tak. onthe 
last Jap of his momentous journcy 
prior to the hop ta Manila. | 

“A detnited description of the 
flight, and the impo ‘ble —capdi- 
tions that Mr, Brophy has had to 
contend with since leaving Shang- 
hat On January 28, was piven ex- 
clusively in these columns yester- 
day. He omate Kal Tak, from 
Swatow, at 11,10 a.m, on Wednes- 
day. 

When Mr. Brophy —took-off, at 
1.46 p.m. for Canton, it looked as 
though weather conditions between 
this Colony and Canton would not 
te too bad, but after he had ‘eft 
the vicinity of Hongkong he found 
that the ceiling had closed down, 
and he was again compelled to fly 
extremely low, 

Guided by Railway. 

“Ty prevent coming Into collision 
with hills, Me. Brophy had to turn 
east. and keep close to the water 
until, when he judged he had pasa- 
ed the highlands, be cut acrosa land 
and picked up the Kowloon-Canton 
railway line, this proving his guide 
for the remainder of the distance, 

Ile svt his wheels down at Can- 
ton at a quarter past three, this 
taking one hour ant a half to 
cover a distance of about 02 miles 
of straight Might. 

In connexion with time taken for 
the flight, it is interesting to note 
that when the first trip by air be- 
tween Hongkong and Canton was 
mde by Mr. A. V. Harvey, test 
and demonstration nilot to the Far 
Rast Aviation Company, last De- 
vember, he covered the distance in 
exactly one hour, leaving Kai Tak 
at ten minutes to one and arriving 
at Talshatan at ten minutes to tivo, 
With the aid of  tatl wind, Mr. 
Harvey made the return journey in 
40 minutes, thus beating his own 
record by 20 minutes, 

The fnet that it took Mr. Brophy 
an hour and a half to reach Can- 
ton bears testimony to the thick 
weather Which prevailed, necessital- 
ing considerable deviation from bis 
course to ascerfain his position, 
and fying: with cation as render. 
eal necessary by the state of the 
weather, 

Manila Hop, 

So far no news his been recelved 
in Honmekony of a definite day on 
which Mr. Brophy intends ‘to take- 
off for Manila, but it’appears tn- 
likely that he will do'so | before 
Saturday pt the earliest, At Can- 
ton he will inspect tive Waco "phines 
tor the Aviation Service at.Canton, 
and this will take him several days. 

In any case, it would appear safe 
to axsume that the hop will not be 
attempted until the weather — re- 
ports are favourable. . To attempt 
n flight of abbut 650 milos, entirely 
over the.sea, ina small open cock- 
pit landplune without any emér- 
gency ‘year, in unsuitable weather, 
would savour more of the specta- 
cular than a serious test flight. In 
the absence of definite information, 
‘it is most likely that Mr, Brophy 
will not set out gn the last stage of 
his journey until the weather js, at} 
least, not adverse.

The Foreign Minister further re- 
marked that extrality was a legacy 
from the old regime, which had 
ceased to be adaptable to present. 
day conditions, and hindered the 
free development of China's judicial 
and administrative machinery. 
The Chinese Government at various 
times had clearly pointed out the 
Inherent defecta and incompati- 
bilities of the aystem of Consular 
jurisdiction while, a8 freely ad- 
mitted by Western jurists and 
publiclats,’ it was undeniable that 
China has made most encouraging 
progress in the path of legal re- 
form, 

The National Government had 
exerted every effort to ensure real 
success in this direction, 

Dr, Wang sald that it scems to 
be overlooked that the abolition of 
oxtrality to-day would be neither sv 
radical nor so revolutionary ag at 
first appeara, . 

Partial Agreement, 

Tle stated that ten nations pos- 
sessing treaty relutions with China 
had no extrality rights, while six 
have byreed to relinquish’ extrality 
under certain conditions, Treaties 
with three others have expired, and 
there are only six nations whose 
treatics have a few years to run. 

“In other words, the doing away 
of the anachronism of Consular 
jurisdiction ig a departure to the 
nationals: of merely gle remaining 
Powers, and furthermore it should 
be remembered that Ching to-day 
{xs the only country still bound by 
the system of extrality. Since all 
other nations who were once 
similarly situated have re-establish- 
ed their jurisdictional sovereignty, 
the Chinese Government and Chin- 
ese people would not be true to 
themeelves If they did not endea- 
vour ‘their utmost to see extrality 
usbolished at the earliest possible 
moment.” 

Dr, Wang in conclusion anid the 
provision contained in the thirty 
year old trenty that.the Powers 
concerned were prepared to re-4 
linquish their extrality privileges 
when satisfied that. the state of 
China’s Inws, the arrangement for 
their administration . and other 
considerations warranted them so 
doing, appeared to have been con- 
strued by interested Powers in a 
way calculated to ensure a pro- 
longation Instead of a cessation of 
the extraterritorial regime. 

“It is earnestly’ hoped that the 
present negotiations will, within the 
immediate future, eventuate in fix- 
ing o definite date for the formal 
termination of extrality in this 
country. The Chinese Government 
and Chinese people are fully re- 
solved to exert their maximum ef- 
forts to attain this ond, and any 
further delay’ will ‘only intensify 
their determinati n to cee it con-+ 
rummated. -I sincerely trust that 
China will not be forced to adopt’ 
any measure to obtain her objective 
other than that of friendly negotla- 
tions,"'-—Reuter, a —

RAILWAY REVISION. 


CANTON SATISFIED WITH 
THB NEGOTIATIONS. 


“Canton, Teb. 12. 

While negotiations are stil in 
progress between the officinis ef 
the Nanking Railway Ministry and 
British officials of the Canton- 
Kowloon Railway 1a well as ‘tho 
Hongkong Government concerning 
Nanking’s requeat for a revision of 
the Sino-British contract govern- 
ing this line, the Chinese Superin- 
tendent of tho Chinese Section, Mr. 
Liu Cho-kok, was interviewed by 
Chinese correspondents yesterday. 
Mr. Liu mentioned that so far the 
nexotiations were most sntisfat- 
tory and early this week he and 
Mr. Haich Pno-chno, Sceretary of 
the Nanking Railway Ministry, had 
a brief conference at Hongkong 
with His Excellency Sir William 
Peel, K.C.M.G. and British officials 
of the Line. . 

Mr. Liu mentioned that the 
negotiations centred on the Nan- 
king request far a revision of the 
distribution of profits which, in 
accordance with terms of the con- 
tract drawn up some fifteen years 
ayo, should be divided between the 
jritinh and Chinese Government 
in necordance with the. distance 
managed by both ‘sides, 

While one of the terms in the 
vontract permits a revision once 
in every five years this jy the first 
time that the Chinese Government 
has requested the British manage- 
ment for n revision, Mr. Liu aaid 
that so fap the British officials hal 
expressed the opinion that to shor 
ten the distance of the British s 
tion their Government had follow 
ed a diMcult route, constructing 
the line through the hills, and the 
tunnels necessitated oa much 
bigger expenditure, 

Mr. Liu mentioned that fact that 
the British ofliclals made proposals 
demanding improvement in the 
management of the Chinese sec- 
tion.

CONSTABLE CONVICTED ON | 


SERIOUS CHARGE. 


. Before Mr. Butters, at the Kow- 
loon Maylatracy yesterday after- 
noon, a constable named Wa Sam, 
was charged. with having extorted 
nh sum of one dolar and—nlso- thirty 
cents from ~ newapaper hawker in 
Pukhol Street on January 14. 

Mr. Le Bart Sparrow, | A.S.P., 
Kowloon; conducted the case for the 
prosecution and Mr, A. B. Hall de- 
fended. 

The case for the prosecution was 
that the hawker, Tam Fun, had 
made a complaint to the police that 
the defendant had asked him for a 
dollar, and also ‘thirty cents to be 
paid every week. A refusal svould 
mean immediate arrest for obstruc- 
tion. A trap was laid for the de- 
fendant and a dollar note, of which 
the number had been noted, waa 
hunded to the hawker by the police 
and he was Instructed to give It to 
the defendant if he came 
claimed any money. A watch wus 
also set and on January 14 the de- 
fendant wns seen by n Chinese de- 
tective to go to the hawker and 
claims dollar and thirty 
After that he was arrested and 
taken to the police atation where 
he was searched and the marked 
dollar found in his possession. 

In reply to Mr. Hall, the hawker 

tid he had never seen the defen- 
dant previous to the night of Jan- 
uary 8. Te had never apoken about 
the matter to his fellow hawkers, 
He denied that the defendant had 
offered to pay him n dollar to read 
his papers for a month, He also 
denied that defendant had given 
him a forged note, and that on the 
night of the arrest the defendant 
had come to give him another note 
In exchange. 

A Chinese detective said that he 
had followed the defendant and had 
seen him take the money from the 
complainant. He had also scen the 
complainant ask a little boy to give 
thirty cents to the defendant. 

Under cross-examination he ad- 

id that he had got part of his 
evide trom the complainant. 

A Chinese boy gave evidence to 
the effect that the con plainant had 
borrowed thirty cents from him. 
He did not know the reason why the 
Leonplainant berrowed the money, 


_A ‘Forged Note. 


The defendant said that he ap- 
proached the complainant on De- 
cember 12 and asked to be allowed 
to read his papers. -On January 12 
he paid the complainant a dollar 
for it, but the complainant demand.
